Living in Alberta is today more 
expensive than it was yester¬ 
day as the provincial govern¬ 
ment has used its budget to 
raise taxes on high-income 
earners, cigarettes, alcohol and 
gas, while also re-introducing 
a levy on health care. 

The tax increases revealed 
in Thursday’s budget apply to 
two new tax brackets. Over 
the next three years, people 
making more than $100,000 
will see their taxes rise from 
10 per cent to 11.5 per cent. 

Those earning more than 
$250,000 will see their taxes 
rise to 12 per cent over the 
next three years. After five 
years, this bracket’s tax rate 
will drop to 11.5 per cent. 

Finance Minister Robin 
Campbell said the province’s 
revenues have been slashed 
by the dramatic slump in oil 
prices and it must now ask the 
wealthy to help out. 

“We are asking those that 
can afford it to pay a little bit

more,” he said. 

The levy for health care, 
reintroduced after being re¬ 
moved in 2009 by then-pre¬ 
mier Ed Stelmach, will simi¬ 
larly apply to those who earn 
more. 

Anyone making more than 
$50,000 a year will have to pay 
and the levy will rise with in¬ 
come, topping out at $1,000 
per year for people earning 
more than $130,000. 

“Introducing a levy like this 
is not something that we took 


lightly,” Campbell said, “but 
Albertans understand the need 
for health-care funding.” 

Campbell said the govern¬ 
ment will spend at least $300 
million less than last year, 
marking the first time spend¬ 
ing has decreased in years. 

Even with the array of new 
taxes and fees, the govern¬ 
ment will have to dip into a 
rainy-day fund it has set aside 
and run a $ 5-billion deficit 
this year. 

“This has been one of the 


hardest budgets to develop in 
many years,” Campbell said, 
pointing to oil prices falling as 
an unexpected development. 
“It was not a reality we were 
expecting as recently as last 
fall.” 

With Premier Jim Prentice 
expected to call a snap elec¬ 
tion soon, Campbell said he 
thinks this is a budget Alber¬ 
tans will support. 

“Myself personally, I would 
have no issues going door to 
door in my riding selling this.”

Alberta’s colleges and uni¬ 
versities will now have to 
do more with less after yes¬ 
terday’s budget slashed their 
funding by four per cent over 
the next two years. 

Schools will see their fund¬ 
ing cut 1.4 per cent in the 
coming budget and an addi¬ 
tional 2.7 per cent in 2016 
- 2017. 

The government argues Al¬ 
berta pays more into the post¬ 


secondary education system 
than any other province, and 
that has to change. 

“I will be engaging institu¬ 
tions and all the other stake¬ 
holders with respect to the 
future of post-secondary edu¬ 
cation,” said Advanced Edu¬ 
cation minister Don Scott. 
“We want a system that’s 
accessible, sustainable and 
excellent and that’s 
going to be the guiding prin¬ 
ciple.” 

Doug Goss, chair of the 
University of Alberta, said 
the institution can handle 
the impending cuts, espe¬ 
cially if they can find ways to 
add new revenue to the sys¬ 
tem. 

“It will be a combination 
of new revenue. It will be a 
combination of being a little 
bit more focused than we 
have been,” he said. 

Goss said the university

would still be able to grow. 

“I am very confident that 
this premier does not want to 
see the University of Alberta 
go backwards.” 

While the budget does not 
remove the cap on tuition, 
it does pledge to work with 
schools to review tuition and 
other opportunities to en¬ 
hance revenue. 

Navneet Khinda, the in¬ 


coming president of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta’s student 
union, said that’s very dis¬ 
appointing. 

“They’re going to use stu¬ 
dent money to fill in the gap 
and that’s the next push for 
us, to advocate against that,” 
she said. 

Cameron McCoy, president 
of the MacEwan Student as¬ 
sociation, said students have 
no more to give. 

“We feel we’re paying our 
dues more and the discussion 
that we need to pay more is 
kind of frightening for us.” 

Along with the increased 
costs will come a bump to 
student aid. 

The government is pro¬ 
viding $35 million to in¬ 
crease student loan limits, 
double the Alberta low-in¬ 
come grant and make loans 
and grants available to ap¬ 
prentices.

Mandell tells health to do 
a better job — with less 

The first cut to health care 
spending in 20 years will 
now see Alberta spend 
$159 million less on its lar¬ 
gest budget item than it 
did last year, despite more 
Albertans and an aging 
population. 

Health minister Stephen 
Mandel defended the cut 
by comparing the results 
the province achieves with 
its health care dollars with 
other provinces. 

"I don't think Albertans 
should have to pay 20 
and 30 per cent more for 
things," Mandell said at the 
legislature following Thurs¬ 
day's budget announce¬ 
ment. 

The government is 
pledging to find saving 
by reducing payments to 
Alberta Health Services — 
it will spend $18.9 billion 
on health next year — and 
not filling job vacancies, 
while still honouring wage 
contracts with doctors and 
nurses. 



Vickie Kaminski, chief 
executive officer of Alberta 
Health Services, said jobs 
are safe. 

"We will be maintaining 
frontline services," she 
said. "Nobody will lose 
their jobs. If they work 
part-time they may see 
fewer hours than they do 
now, but they're not go¬ 
ing to lose their jobs," he 
said. " 

Mandel said he looks 
forward to hearing from 
frontline health workers 
about ways to save. 

"We think it's a great 
opportunity for working 
together to find solutions," 
he said. "You don't always 
have to spend money to 
do a better job."

Enrolment grows, 
but budgets are frozen 

An estimated 12,000 stu¬ 
dents will arrive at school in 
September to be taught by 
an education system with 
growing students, but fro¬ 
zen budgets. 

In Thursday's budget. Fi¬ 
nance Minister Robin Camp¬ 
bell announced money 
for provincial schools and 
teachers will grow by $145 
million in 2015, but that $89 
million of that has been ear¬ 
marked for a pre-negotiated 
increase to teacher salaries 
this year. 

Edmonton Public School 
board chair Michael Janz 
said combining the grow¬ 
ing enrolment numbers with 
what is effectively a no¬ 
growth budget amounts to a 
"double cut." 

"We're going to see more 
students arriving at the 
school doorsteps with no 
new money provided to 
educate them," he said. 

Marilyn Bergstra, vice¬ 
chair of Edmonton Catholic 



Schools, said with 1,400 
new students expected in 
schools next year, frozen 
budgets are a big problem. 

"The budget cuts will 
make it increasingly difficult 
to support all of our stu¬ 
dents, particularly our most 
vulnerable" 

Education Minister Gor¬ 
don Dirks said school boards 
will be given more flex¬ 
ibility to deal with the cuts 
and can move administra¬ 
tive dollars into the class¬ 
room. But parent Rhonda 
Kelln said she is worried her 
kids' classrooms will be too 
crowded. 

"How effective can 
(teachers) be when they 
have more students than 
they can handle?"

In March, Alberta announced a 
$400 million grant — sourced 
from an unexpected surplus 
— would be sent to Alberta’s 
cash-starved municipalities. 

But on Thursday, that grant 
magically shifted to some¬ 
thing more like a give-and- 
take after Finance Minister 
Robin Campbell announced 
a cut to municipal funding 
of $373.9 million. 

Edmonton Mayor Don Ive¬ 
son said the dollars aren’t 
shrinking for the city and 
that’s his main takeaway. 

“To see that the municipal¬ 
ity sustainability initiative 
grants are flat is something 
we can cope with,” Iveson said. 
“We will be able to continue 
to build infrastructure to deal 
with growth.” 

Iveson said he would have 


been happier with the budget 
if funding was boosted for the 
city’s operational grants, es¬ 
pecially for social programs. 
But, he said, there is still time 
to change the government’s 
mind on how and where to 
spend money. 

“This will be an ongoing 
conversation with the prov¬ 
ince,” he said. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Diana McQueen said the prov¬ 
ince wanted to make sure that 
municipalities had the same 
funding as last year, so they 
could keep building new pro¬ 
jects. 

“We provided $400 million 
in budget 2014-to-2015, so that 
for their calendar year they 
will have the same amount of 
their budget,” she said. 

Helen Rice, president of the 
Alberta Urban Municipalities 
Association, said with school 
boards, universities and other 
institutions all seeing cuts 
coming out even is better than 
the alternatives. 

“I imagine there are some 
municipalities who say we 
should have got more, but in 
these tough budget times, I 
think municipalities can come 
out pleased.”

Valley Line LRT sees 
budget reprieve 

Mayor Don Iveson is "con¬ 
fident" that dollars for the 
Valley Line LRT are in the 
provincial budget that 
dropped Thursday. 

The city is using prov¬ 
incial dollars from the 
provincial GreenTRIP fund 
as a significant source of 
funding for the $1.8 billion 
LRT project and there were 
fears that funding would 
disappear. 

Iveson said he thinks the 
cash is in the budget but 
needs to look at details to 
confirm it. "I'm confident 
based on what we're seeing 
so far that GreenTRIP fund¬ 
ing is in place" Iveson said 
Thursday. 

Iveson said some funding 
over and above the Green¬ 
TRIP portion that the city is 
also depending on to build 
the LRT project will need to 
be confirmed as well. "But 
GreenTRIP is in there and 
that's the largest piece of it," 
he said. The first portion of 
the Valley Line LRT, which 
will run from Mill Woods to 
downtown, has $600 mil¬ 
lion previously committed 
from the province.

MacEwan University is re¬

and motorists.” 

One option includes turning 


double sidewalks along 104 Av¬ 
enue into a path for “exclusive 
cycle use,” Atkinson wrote in 
the letter. 

Nobert said he’s supportive 
of the ideas. 


“I think MacEwan is tak¬ 
ing a progressive approach 
to healthy ways for people to 
get to their campus,” he said.

city cycle infrastructure.” 

Connecting the Rail Town 
path to the campus is one plan 
that Nobert anticipates could 
help expand the city’s bike 
network. 

City officials are meeting 
with MacEwan University on 
Monday for exactly that reason, 
as the school figures out how 
its bike plans will fit into the 
city’s strategies. 

“They’ve reached out for 
support and guidance on de¬ 
veloping a plan for that,” said 
Tyler Golly, general supervisor 
with transportation planning 
at the city. “I think some of 
their desires is to have that 
access (to other bike networks) 
but also ... so you can get 
through and to the campus 
and that it’s not a barrier.”

A prominent Edmonton law¬ 
yer has filed for an injunc¬ 
tion in an attempt to stop the 
provincial government from 
holding what he’s calling a 
snap spring election. 

Edmonton lawyer Tom 
Engel, who is listed as the 
applicant in the document, 
said the application was filed 
at the Edmonton Court of 


Queen’s Bench on Thursday 
afternoon by law firm, Ruttan 
Bates Barristers and Solicitors. 

In the document, which 
names Premier Jim Prentice 
as one of the respondents, 
Engel seeks an order “com¬ 
pelling the Respondent Pre¬ 
mier to uphold the promise 
and legal obligation to hold 
the next general election” 
between March 1, 2016 and 
May 31, 2016. 

In his view, calling an elec¬ 
tion before the fixed dates 
would be a move “purely to 
catch the opposition unpre¬ 
pared and to try and get an 
even greater majority.” 

“There’s no legitimate basis 
for an election,” he said. 

Under the Election Act the 
Alberta government commit¬ 
ted that it would have a fixed

election every four years, with 
then attorney general Ver- 
lyn Olson saying the law will 
“provide for a fixed election 
time period and, thus, allow 
all of us to prepare for elec¬ 
tions with greater certainty.” 

Calls to both the premier’s 
office and the PC Party were 
not answered Thursday after¬ 
noon. 

The application on the in¬ 
junction will be heard at the 
Court of Queen’s Bench in 
Edmonton on March 30.

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CBC News is laying off 144 people across the country, shrink¬ 
ing English-language local services in a bid to shave $15 mil¬

CBC planning more deep 
cuts to its workforce 


5-YEAR STRATEGY 

Broadcaster 
also aiming to 
shorten local 
newscasts 
to 30 or 60 
minutes 

CBC is slashing 244 jobs from 
local news services across the 
country as it plans to shift 
some of its limited resour¬ 
ces to its digital operations. 

The cuts include 144 pos¬ 
itions from English-language 
services and 100 jobs on the 
French side, which include 
20 vacant positions and re¬ 
tirements. 

Meanwhile, the public 
broadcaster is adding 80 new 
digital jobs as it works to¬ 
ward offering a continuous 
news stream for mobile users. 

Jennifer McGuire, editor- 
in-chief of CBC News, an¬ 
nounced the English layoffs 
in a note to staff, which 


stressed that no stations 
would close and all local 
radio programming would 
be maintained. 

The job losses include 37 
positions in Alberta, 30 in 
Ontario and 25 in British 
Columbia. 

McGuire admitted that “lo¬ 
cal services will be smaller 
overall” but said the relative 
size of each region would re¬ 
main the same. 

“It hits just about every¬ 
thing, it hits technical, it hits 
editorial, it hits management 
and administration,” McGuire 
said in an interview. 

“We’re also looking at effi¬ 
ciencies where we find them 
and we’re looking at how we 
work differently.” 

Most of the cuts are relat¬ 
ed to previously announced 
plans to shorten local supper- 
hour newscasts to 30 or 60 
minutes. McGuire said the 
shortened newscasts will be 
introduced in October, as will 
a plan to broadcast Radio One 
morning shows on TV. 

Shows in Vancouver, Win¬ 


nipeg, Toronto, Ottawa, 
Halifax, Charlottetown, St. 
John’s, N.L., and the North 
will be trimmed to 60 min¬ 
utes, while programs in 
Calgary, Edmonton, Regina, 
Windsor, Montreal and Fred¬ 
ericton will be chopped to 
30 minutes. 

The cuts are part of a five- 
year strategy announced last 
June by CEO Hubert Lacroix 
in a bid to increase digital 
offerings by 2020. 

The strategy included plans 
to cut up to 1,500 jobs, with 
roughly 500 positions elim¬ 
inated over the following 12 
to 15 months. Spokesman 
Chuck Thompson said almost 
half of the 1,500 cuts have 
now been made or are in 
the process of being imple¬ 
mented. 

McGuire said some of the 
144 positions being cut will 
be through attrition and re¬ 
tirements, and some staff 
some could be assigned to 
the digital side. The moves 
are expected to shave $15 
million from operating costs. 


Union leader Marc-Philippe 
Laurin questioned a plan that 
he feared would cripple the 
broadcaster’s ability to serve 
smaller communities. 

“According to their 2020 
strategic plan, their inten¬ 
tion is to move heavily into 
the digital world but they’re 
effectively dismantling other 
areas of the company,” said 
Laurin, president of the Can¬ 
adian Media Guild’s CBC 
branch. 

McGuire said the CBC 
still has more than 1,100 
people providing English- 
language coverage in 29 sta¬ 
tions across the country, plus 
CBC’s service in the North. 
The French service will still 
boast about 500 people, said 
Radio-Canada spokesman 
Marc Pichette. 

“The commitment to local 
is there,” she said. “Are we 
going to do it differently? 
Yup, we’re going to priori¬ 
tize digital in a way that we 
haven’t traditionally, because 
that’s where audiences are

Gallery hopes for $6oM to 
display collection of Inuit art 


Winnipeg’s art gallery is 
trying to carve out space to 
house what’s billed as the 
world’s largest public col¬ 
lection of Inuit art — only 
a fraction of which is ever 
on display. 

The gallery has plans to 
build a $60-million building 
for 13,000 pieces that include 
carvings, prints and drawings. 
The centre would include a 
climate-controlled “visible 
vault” of the collection, which 


the gallery says would be the 
first of its kind in North Amer¬ 
ica and would offer education 
programs about the North. 

Gallery director Stephen 
Borys said the 3,700-square- 
metre centre would be unique 
and would help bring the Arc¬ 
tic to the rest of Canada, con¬ 
sidered the “deep south” to 
those in the North. The centre 
would raise the profile of “an 
art-making culture that, per- 
capita, is unparalleled in the 


world,” Borys said. 

“There are communities 
where 20 to 30 per cent of 
the community are art mak¬ 
ers,” he said Thursday. 

“The art makers, who are 
behind these incredible ob¬ 
jects, will have a platform, a 
voice and a way to communi¬ 
cate more of the land that 
they come from — the land 
that very, very few Canadians 
ever get the chance to visit.”

Supreme Court to 
rule on gun data 


The Harper government may be 
headed for another political col¬ 
lision with the Supreme Court 
of Canada, which is set to rule 
Friday on the fate of Quebec’s 
gun registiy data. 

The Conservatives abolished 
the registry for long guns in 
Februaiy 2011, fulfilling a five- 
year-old campaign promise after 
forming a majority government. 

They also ordered that all 
data collected by the provinces 
be destroyed — a decision the 
Quebec government went to 
court to overturn. 

A Quebec judge originally 
granted the province’s request 
to preserve the data, calling it 
a constitutional infringement 
to destroy it. 

But that decision was over¬ 
turned by the Quebec Court of 
Appeal, which said there was no 
constitutional violation in the 
federal order to destroy the data. 

The issue is politically charged 
because the Conservatives see 
mainly rural long-gun owners 
as a core constituency. 

Jeremy Laurin, a spokesman 
for Public Safety Minister Steven 
Blaney, defended the govern¬ 
ment’s decision to seek to have 
the gun registiy data destroyed. 

“It would be dangerous for 
our law enforcement to rely 
on outdated and obsolete in¬ 


formation to conduct their 
operations,” Laurin said in a 
statement. 

He reiterated the govern¬ 
ment’s oft-repeated position 
that the registiy was wasteful 
and that the government “will 
always stand up for law-abid¬ 
ing hunters, farmers and sport 
shooters.” 

So, the Supreme Court will 
once again find itself ruling on 
a key area of the government’s 
agenda. 

The court has ruled against 
Conservative policy in a num¬ 
ber of key areas, including re¬ 
jecting the appointment of Que¬ 
bec judge Marc Nadon to its 
ranks, rejecting Parliament’s 
right to reform the Senate on 
its own and upholding the right 
of Vancouver’s controversial 
Insite safe-injection facility to 
stay open when the government 
wanted to close it. 

Friday’s ruling deals with a 
narrow legal issue: the Quebec 
government isn’t taking issue 
with Ottawa’s jurisdiction to get 
rid of the long gun registry, only 
the provision to destroy the data. 

Quebec is arguing that the 
registiy was a joint effort be¬ 
tween the provinces and the 
federal government, giving it 
the right to keep the data.

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Eight years' jail for illegal 
butt injections 

A woman who injected 
industrial silicone oil into 
customers' buttocks had 
no regard for their safety 
and preyed on her victims 
for financial gain, a Toronto 
judge found Thursday as she 
sentenced Marilyn Reid to 
eight years in prison. 

The sentence means 
that, with credit for time 
already spent in custody, 
the 50-year-old Newmar¬ 
ket, Ont., woman has five 
years and three months left 
to serve. 


"Ms. Reid has wounded, 
maimed, disfigured and 
endangered the lives of the 
victims," said Superior Court 
Justice Jane Kelly. "The of¬ 
fences appear to have been 
motivated by greed." 

Reid cradled her head in 
her hands and looked down 
at the floor of the prisoner's 
box as her sentence was 
delivered. 

She had pleaded guilty to 
eight counts of aggravated 
assault in January. A ninth 
victim came forward after 
her legal case was under¬ 
way.

Military official 
said only 650 
Kurds have 
been trained 

The training of Kurdish pesh- 
merga fighters has been a slow 
undertaking that could mean 
Canada’s mission in Iraq and 
Syria will take more than a 
year, The Canadian Press has 
learned. 

That was the message offi¬ 
cials from the Canadian Forces 
and Foreign Affairs delivered 
behind closed doors Wednes¬ 
day to the main critics of the 
New Democrats and the Lib¬ 
erals. 

The briefing included an of¬ 
ficer who currently oversees 
the strategic joint staff, the 
military’s nerve centre. Nei¬ 
ther Defence Minister Jason 
Kenney nor Foreign Affairs 
Minister Rob Nicholson were 
present. 

Maj.-Gen. Mike Hood, who 


will soon become the com¬ 
mander of the air force, told 
the briefing that only 650 
peshmerga fighters have been 
trained since a contingent of 
69 elite Canadian commandos 
deployed to northern Iraq last 
September, according to mul¬ 
tiple sources with knowledge 
of what was said in the room. 

The MPs were told that “this 
was not a one-year undertak¬ 
ing by any stretch of the im¬ 
agination, that it will take mul¬ 
tiple years,” said one source, 
who insisted on anonymity. 

Hood tried to reassure the 
politicians that CF-18 jet fight¬ 
ers would be able to conduct 
precision strikes on moving 
and static targets inside Syria 
— one objective of a contro¬ 
versial motion by the Harper 
government. 

Sources said Hood told those 
gathered that the Canadians 
would get accurate strike infor¬ 
mation from intelligence and 
surveillance platforms but did 
not say how the intelligence 
would be gathered.

Co-pilot crashed

Some airlines 
get stricter on 
cockpit rules 

Passengers with moments to 
live screamed in terror and 
the pilot frantically pounded 
on the locked cockpit door as 
a 27-year-old German co-pilot 
deliberately and wordlessly 
smashed an Airbus carrying 
150 people into an Alpine 
mountainside. 

The account Thursday of 
the final moments of German¬ 
wings Flight 9525 prompted 
some airlines to immediately 
impose stricter cockpit rules 
— and raised haunting ques¬ 
tions about the motive of the 
co-pilot, whose breathing never 
wavered as he destroyed the 
plane and the lives of those 
aboard. 

“We have no idea of the rea¬ 
son,” Marseille Prosecutor Brice 
Robin said, revealing the chill¬ 
ing conclusions investigators 


reached after reconstructing 
the final minutes of the flight 
from the plane’s black box 
voice recorder. Co-pilot An¬ 
dreas Lubitz’s intention was 
“to destroy this plane.” 

French, German and U.S. 
officials said there was no 
indication of terrorism. The 
prosecutor did not elaborate 
on why investigators do not 
suspect a political motive; in¬ 
stead they’re focusing on the 
co-pilot’s “personal, family and 
professional environment” to 
try to determine why he did it. 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel, whose nation lost 
75 people on the flight, said 
the conclusions brought the 
tragedy to a “new, simply in¬ 
comprehensible dimension.” 
Devastated families of victims 
visited the crash scene Thurs¬ 
day, looking across a windy 
mountain meadow toward 
where their loved ones died. 

The Airbus A320 was flying 
from Barcelona to Duesseldorf 
on Tuesday when it lost radio 
contact with air traffic con¬ 


trollers and began plunging 
from its cruising altitude of 
38,000 feet, before slamming 
into the mountainside eight 
minutes later. 

The prosecutor laid out 
in horrifying detail the final 
sounds heard in the cockpit 
extracted from the mangled 
voice recorder. 

Lubitz, courteous in the 
first part of the trip, became 
“curt” when the captain began 
the mid-flight briefing on the 
planned landing, Robin said. 

The pilot, who has not been 
identified, left the cockpit for 
an apparent bathroom break, 
and Lubitz took control of the 
jet 

He suddenly started a manu¬ 
al descent, and the pilot started 
knocking on the door. 

There was no response. “It 
was absolute silence in the 
cockpit,” the prosecutor said 
— except for the steady breath¬ 
ing he said indicated Lubitz 
was not panicked, and acted 
in a calm, deliberate manner.

Gas blast blamed after building collapses 


An apparent gas explosion lev¬ 
elled an apartment building, 
largely destroyed another and 
launched rubble and shards of 
glass across streets in the heart 
of Manhattan’s trendy East Vil¬ 
lage on Thursday, injuring at 
least a dozen people. 

Smoke could be seen and 


smelled for miles. 

Restaurant diners ran out 
of their shoes and bystand¬ 
ers helped one another to es¬ 
cape the mid-afternoon blast, 
which damaged four buildings 
as flames shot into the air, wit¬ 
nesses said. Passersby were hit 
by debris and flying glass, and 


bloodied victims were aided as 
they sat on sidewalks and lay 
on the ground. 

“It was terrifying — abso¬ 
lutely terrifying,” said Bruce 
Finley, a visitor from San An¬ 
tonio, Texas, who had just

Saudis plan to 
invade Yemen 


MIDDLE EAST 

Houthi leader 
defiant under 
air strikes 


The turmoil in Yemen grew 
into a regional conflict Thurs¬ 
day, with Saudi Arabia and its 
allies bombing Shiite rebels al¬ 
lied with Iran, while Egyptian 
officials said a ground assault 
will follow the airstrilces. 

Iran denounced the Saudi-led 
air campaign, 
saying it “con¬ 
siders this ac¬ 
tion a dangerous 
step.” Oil prices 
jumped in New 
York and London 
after the offen¬ 
sive. 

The militaiy action turned 
impoverished and chaotic 
Yemen into a new front in the 
rivaliy between Saudi Arabia 
and Iran. 


Yemen’s U.S.-backed 
President Abed-Rabbo Mansour 
Hadi, who fled the countiy Wed¬ 
nesday as the rebels, known 
as Houthis, advanced on his 
stronghold in the southern port 
of Aden, reappeared Thursday. 

He arrived by plane in Saudi 
Arabia’s capital of Riyadh, Saudi 
state TV reported. 

Starting before dawn, Saudi 
warplanes pounded an air base, 
military bases and anti-aircraft 
positions in the capital of Sanaa 
and flattened a number of 
homes near the airport, kill¬ 
ing at least 18 civilians, includ¬ 


ing six children. Another round 
followed in the evening, again 
rocking the city. 

Rebel leader Abdul-Malik 
al-Houthi angrily accused the 
United States, Saudi Arabia and 


Israel of launching a “criminal, 
unjust, brutal and sinful” cam¬ 
paign aimed at invading and 
occupying Yemen. 

“Yemenis won’t accept such 
humiliation,” he said in a tele¬ 
vised speech Thursday night, 
calling the Saudis “stupid” and 
“evil.” 

The Houthis, who have taken 
over much of the countiy, mo¬ 
bilized thousands of supporters 
to protest the airstrilces, with 
one speaker lashing out at the 
Saudi-led coalition and warning 
that Yemen “will be the tomb” 
of the aggressors. 

White House 
spokesman Eric 
Schultz told re¬ 
porters on Air 
Force One en 
route to Ala- 
bama that 
President Bar¬ 
ack Obama had authorized 
logistical and intelligence sup¬ 
port for the strikes, but that the 
U.S. is not joining with direct 
military action. 
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Yemenis won't accept such 
humiliation.

Richard III 
gets burial 
with dignity 


LEICESTER, U.K. 

Infamous 
king’s skeleton 
found 500 years 
after his death 

A maligned monarch found 
under a parking lot was buried 
in pomp Thursday, as Britain 
embraced comeback King Ri¬ 
chard III, a long-reviled ruler 
who is experiencing a remark¬ 
able, posthumous renaissance. 

Royalty, religious leaders 
and actor Benedict Cumber- 
batch joined archeologists, 
Richard’s distant relatives and 
curious Britons for a service 
in Leicester Cathedral that 
saw the king’s bones buried 
with dignity, 530 years after 
his violent death. 

“Richard’s posthumous 
reputation has been less than 
glorious,” Gordon Campbell, 
the University of Leicester’s 
public orator, noted with 
understatement about a man 
whose name was long a by¬ 
word for villainy. 

But now, Campbell said, he 
has “the greatest following of 
all English monarchs” apart 
from Queen Elizabeth II. 

Britain in the 21st century 
has enthusiastically embraced 
the story of the medieval king 
whose battle-scarred skeleton 
was found under a parking lot 
in Leicester in 2012. 


Q BACKGROUND 

History in the making 

Richard was buried, with¬ 
out a coffin, in a church 
that was later demolished. 
For centuries his image 
was defined by William 
Shakespeare's Richard 
III — a hunchbacked, 
power-hungry tyrant who 
murdered his two young 
nephews because they 
were rivals for the crown.

Thousands came to view his 
coffin ahead of Thursday’s ser¬ 
vice, which was televised live. 

In his sermon, Bishop of 
Leicester Tim Stevens said the 
discovery of the skeleton “has 
broken open not just a car 
park, but a nation’s story.” 

Stevens said Richard was 
found just 40 metres from 
where he was being reburied. 

The service was the culmin¬ 
ation of a wave of Richard- 
mania that has been building 
since archeologists looking for 
Richard dug up a skeleton with 
a distinctively curved spine. 

Scientific sleuthing — in¬ 
cluding radiocarbon dating, 
bone analysis and DNA tests 
— confirmed the remains be¬ 
longed to the long-lost king, 
who died at the Battle of Bos- 
worth, near Leicester, in 1485. 
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SUPREME COURT 

Prince’s private letters to be published 


Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron and Prince Charles ex¬ 
pressed dismay Thursday at 
a Supreme Court ruling that 
paves the way for the publi¬ 
cation of Charles’ private let¬ 
ters to government ministers. 

A spokesman for Charles 
said “Clarence House is dis¬ 
appointed the principle of 
privacy has not been upheld.” 

The case involves 27 let¬ 
ters Charles wrote to seven 
government departments 10 


years ago. Known as “black 
spider” letters, they are be¬ 
lieved to contain strong per¬ 
sonal views. 

Critics have charged that 
Charles has become too in¬ 
volved in advocating positions. 

He is first in line for the 
throne, and is expected to 
remain politically neutral. 

In the past he has expressed 
strong views on architecture, 
climate change and genetic¬ 
ally modified foods, among 


other matters. 

The government has long 
tried to block the release of 
the letters, but the Supreme 
Court upheld an earlier rul¬ 
ing backing their publication. 

Cameron said the govern¬ 
ment will now consider how 
to release the documents, 
which have been sought by 
the Guardian newspaper under 
freedom of information rules 
for roughly a decade. 

The prime minister said the 


case was about “the principle 
that senior members of the 
royal family are able to ex¬ 
press their views to govern¬ 
ment confidentially. I think 
most people would agree this 
is fair enough.” 

The timetable for the re¬ 
lease of the letters is not yet 
clear. 

The Guardian’s chief editor, 
Alan Rusbridger, said editors 
are “delighted” with the deci¬ 
sion.

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Long winter slows 
maple business 


SEASONAL INDUSTRIES 

Producers 
need warmer 
weather to get 
the sap flowing 

Just like any other crop, maple 
syrup is at the mercy of Mother 
Nature, and the frigid winter 
hasn’t been kind to Canadian 
sugar bush owners. 

Many producers, like Ray 
Bonenberg of Mapleside Sugar 
Bush south of Pembroke, Ont., 
are keeping a close eye on the 
thermometer and anxiously 
waiting for a stretch of warmer 
days to get the sap flowing. 

“I’ve been tapping all day, 
drilling holes and tapping, and 
it’s running on the south side 
of the tree but not on the north 
side of the tree. It’s too cold,” 
said Bonenberg, who is also 
president of the Ontario Maple 
Syrup Producers Association. 

But he is unfazed, because 
last season was also late due to 
the cold temperatures. 


Production can vary widely 
from north to south. A few pro¬ 
ducers in the Sault Ste. Marie 
area boiled until May 1 last year, 
while those south of Highway 7 
in Ontario were finished by the 
second week of April. 

Quebec is experiencing a sim¬ 
ilar situation to Ontario this 
season, according to Caroline 
Cyr of the Federation of Quebec 
Maple Syrup Producers. 

“In general, the season is 
late,” she said, adding that she 
expects it to begin in earnest 
by the end of March. 

Pierre Faucher, owner of 
Sucrerie de la Montagne in 
Rigaud, Que., was jubilant this 
week as sap started dripping 
into his 3,500 buckets. He’s not 
letting the delay get to him. 
After all, says Faucher, you can’t 
control Mother Nature. 

“Nature doesn’t have a 
watch,” Faucher said from his 
operation west of Montreal. A 
combination of nights below 
freezing and days above freezing 
is needed to get the sap flowing 
in sugar maple trees. 

Faucher and four others gath-

er sap by hand and boil it over 
a wood fire in a sugar shack. It 
takes about 40 litres of maple 
sap to make one litre of maple 
syrup. “Normal people have 
pipelines and pumps and stuff, 
but I wanted to keep it trad¬ 
itional,” he said. 

Deep snow in the Maritimes 
has meant producers have had 
to do some digging to uncover 
their lines. But sap flow a few 
weeks behind schedule was buy¬ 
ing them time to get their trees

Vince Gasparro's: The 
kind of place that makes 
a neighbourhood. 



Nick Gasparro had a hard time 
keeping up a phone conversa¬ 
tion on Thursday behind the 
counter of his family butcher 
shop. Customers kept walking 
into the store, some in search 
of an Easter ham, others of¬ 
fering their condolences on 
the recent death of Vincenzo 
Gasparro, Nick's father and the 
founder of the family business. 

"Hold on," Nick, 42, said to 
me over the phone. 

Then I heard a woman's 
voice. "I just found out yes¬ 
terday about your dad. I'm so 
sorry," she said. 

"Thank you," Nick said. 
"Thank you for coming, honey." 

Vince Gasparro's Meat 
Market has stood on Toronto's 
west-end corner of Bloor Street 
and Roxton Road since 1960. 
And it's exactly the kind of 
place that makes a neighbour¬ 
hood worth living in. 

They're in every Canadian 
city. Mom-and-pop shops, 
they're called dismissively. 

They're not the country's 
economic leaders, if you go by 
GDP. Most of that is driven by 
mid-sized or large companies, 
as CIBC economist Benjamin 
Tal noted. Industry Canada 
doesn't even break down the 
contribution of companies 
with less than 49 employees (a 
group which makes up 30 per 
cent of the GDP). 

But these micro-businesses 
also account for 75 per cent of 
companies that employ people 
in Canada. They are nimble, 
adaptable, the economic 
equivalent of the "oil that oils 
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the machine," Tal said. 

Plus, he added, "there are 
some things that you cannot 
measure." 

For example, what does it 
mean when longtime customer 
Vanessa, 34, calls the butcher 
shop "an institution"? 

How do you measure the 
impact of hiring the likes of 
24-year-old Mik, who is also 
a musician, by offering him a 
flexible, reliable part-time job 
while he pursues his dreams? 

What is the worth of a man 
like Vince, who knew every¬ 
body's name, and their kids, 
and their grandkids; who took 
lOUs when customers were 
short at the end of the month; 
who went to the funerals and 
wedding of his customers, and 
whose customers, in turn, filled 
an old stone church one rainy 
morning this week? These are 
intangibles, but they have an 
economic impact just by draw¬ 
ing people to want to call this 
corner of a city home. 

It's challenging times for 
independent shops forced 
to compete against national 
chains with deep pockets. But 
without these kinds of busi¬ 
nesses, and the people who 
run them, our cities would be 
all the more uniform, all the 
less human. 

I asked Nick, who has been 
a butcher with his father for 20 
years, how long he wanted to 
keep the store going. 

"I don't know that, honey, 
for as long as I'm going to be 
here," he said. "Hopefully a 
long time."

parting some sage advice. 

“It’s very simple. Every per¬ 
son you meet, hand out a mag¬ 
net and business card, and 
return people’s phone calls. 
Customer service is No. 1” 
With a laugh he added, “and 
don’t talk to the Toronto Star.” 

It may not have been the 
smoothest promotional stunt 
of all time, but it certainly was 
a memorable one. 

The next year, Ferrell 
worked Ford into the pro¬ 
motion for Anchorman 2. By 
this time Ford’s scandal-rid¬ 
den term in office, fuelled by 
admissions of drug use, had 
rocketed him into the inter¬ 
national spotlight. 

Ferrell, in character as ri¬ 
diculous San Diego newscaster 
Ron Burgundy, came out in 
support of Ford’s re-election. 

“Ron doesn’t realize how 
much trouble Rob Ford is in,” 
said Ferrell to Metro. 

“He just thinks he’s a great 
guy. Gregarious. Fun. Life of 
the party. Ron’s advice would 
just be ‘Keep doing what you’re 
doing, it’s obviously working.’” 

He even wrote a campaign 
song to the tune of Loverboy’s 
Working for the Weekend. 

As usual, Ford took it all 
in stride, tweeting, “I had 
to laugh at my friend Ron 
Burgundy & his take on my 
2014 re-election campaign 
song.” 

There’s been no mention of 
Rob Ford in the promotion for 
Get Hard, but if Ferrell ever 
makes The Campaign 2: The 
Re-Election perhaps he’ll give 
the former mayor a call.

So far, studios have been 
mostly leveraging VR experi¬ 
ences to hype up their big pro¬ 
ductions. 

In collaboration with Lions- 
gate, Samsung’s Gear VR device 
released a short on March 20 to 
promote the second film in its 
popular Divergent series. 

Insurgent: Shatter Reality 
starred actors reprising their 
roles from the films. 

HBO has experimented with 
short movie-making for VR head¬ 
sets as well. 

Attendees at last year’s South 
By Southwest lined up to demo 
a Game of Thrones experience 
using Faceboolc’s Oculus Rift VR 
headset. Users joined the Night’s 
Watch and climbed a ladder to 
the top of the 700-foot ice wall. 

As for when full-length VR 
feature films might ever take 
off as main cinematic attrac¬ 
tions? That’s hard to tell, said 
independent filmmaker Elli 
Raynai, who is completing his 
VR short for the Oculus Rift. 

“I don’t know if virtual real¬ 
ity is going to replace cinema,” 
Raynai said. “All I know is it 
has different rules, it presents a 
new way of telling stories, and 
that’s exciting for 
filmmakers.”

Comfy seating. Hot popcorn. 
And a stereoscopic virtual-re¬ 
ality headset for your viewing 
pleasure. It’s a new cinematic 
experience envisioned by Holly¬ 
wood and electronics manufac¬ 
turers keen to tap into the hot 
VR market. 

In recent years, Microsoft, 
Sony, Faceboolc, Google and 
Samsung have assumed a “gold- 
rush mentality” for VR, tech 
analyst Kevin Restivo said. 

“As the core technology be¬ 
comes refined for the masses, 
they’re looking for wider appli¬ 
cations,” he said. “The movies 
are an obvious one.” 

Whereas the usual movie¬ 
watching experience is a one- 
directional affair, VR lets you 
step inside a scene, giving you 
the feeling you can move around 
in a film’s environment. If you 
see an image on screen, or if a 
character is to your left, you can 
turn your head instead to the 
right and explore your surround¬ 
ings with a 360-degree view. 

The technology definitely 
caught the interest of atten¬ 
dees at this year’s Sundance 
film festival. 


A section dedicated to VR 
filmmaking was a main attrac¬ 
tion at the fest. Users donned 
3D wraparound goggles to ex¬ 
perience an original scene from 
Wild between Reese Wither¬ 
spoon and Laura Dem. 

Last month, premium cable 
network HBO and Lionsgate, 
the studio behind the $1.5-bil¬ 
lion Hunger Games franchise, 
announced content creation 
deals for HTC’s much-hyped 
Vive system. 

Beyond gaming, it’s “the next 
logical step” for the Vive, said 
Jeff Gattis, an HTC spokesman. 

“We can take content and 
brands that are known, and just 
open up new windows of enter¬ 
tainment,” he said. “Whether 
that’s going to be full features 
or clips, at a minimum, it’s the 
creation of immersive virtual 
reality experiences.” 

That immersion aspect is 
what most excites Tre Azam. 
His U.K. company manufac¬ 
tures MyndPlay, a brainwave¬ 
sensing headband which, when 
used with VR displays such as 
the Oculus, allows a viewer to 
“change the stoiyline” of a video 
based on emotional responses. 

“We’ve got a MyndGuardian 
video that puts you into an at¬ 
tack scenario where you’re be¬ 
ing mugged,” Azam said. “You 
can train your mind into going 
into fight or flight mode. Maybe 
you want to defend yourself in¬ 
stead of panicking.” 

Developers, he said, have 
built some videos with 32 pos¬ 
sible interactions. 

“Imagine you’ve got a

With four films (two great, two 
questionable), over $1 billion 
in box office receipts, and a 
jumbled time-travel mythol¬ 
ogy, Terminator: Genisys is 
taking the elements of James 
Cameron’s 1984 original and 
twisting them a bit to create 
an entirely new timeline. Two 
more Terminators are planned. 

Getting a jump on a sum¬ 
mer that’s chock full of fran¬ 
chise fare, including continu¬ 
ations of The Avengers and 
Jurassic Park, Paramount Pic¬ 
tures recently showcased a few 
minutes of action-packed foot¬ 
age from Terminator: Genisys. 
Key cast members, including 
Schwarzenegger, were also 
made available — all to help 
generate early buzz for what 


the studio hopes will be a bona 
fide summer blockbuster. 

Seated on a massive couch 
next to his three new co-stars, 
Schwarzenegger seemed glad 
to be back. “I watched all the 
movies again to really get up 
to speed with the character,” 
he said. 

The film opens in a familiar 
spot — 2029, when the war 
against the all-powerful artifi¬ 
cial intelligence system Skynet 
is raging. Resistance leader 
John Connor (Jason Clarke) 
once again sends soldier Kyle 
Reese (Jai Courtney) back to 
1984 to save his mother, Sarah 
Connor (Emilia Clarke), from 
being killed by a Terminator. 
But this time, things are differ¬ 
ent. Sarah has her own protect¬ 
or: An aged Terminator who 
has raised her since childhood. 

The project on the whole 
is an intensely hush-hush en¬ 
deavour, but director Alan Tay¬ 
lor (Thor: The Dark World) has 
said many times that, at its 
heart, the film is about man’s 
relationship to technology 


in the modern age. In 2015, 
that idea has evolved from 
when James Cameron first 
introduced us to the T-800 31 
years ago. 

“In ’84, this was total sci¬ 
ence fiction — when machines 
take over. And now, we’re 
there,” said Schwarzenegger. 
“That’s the wild thing about 
it. When we did this movie, 
it was kind of almost real¬ 
ity, unlike in 1984 where we 
thought, ‘oh well wouldn’t 
this be a funny world.’ Things 
have changed.” 

While there are many Ter¬ 
minator die-hards out there 
waiting, as Courtney says, “to 
criticize this thing,” when it 
finally hits theatres on July 1, 
he believes they’ll be pleas¬ 
antly surprised. 

“The beauty of what we’ve 
done is not only stayed loyal 
to the original source material 
but opened it up to a whole 
new generation,” said Court¬ 
ney. “I think we’ll succeed in 
bringing them in.”

Sam Taylor-Johnson will not be 
returning to direct the sequels 
to Fifty Shades of Grey, she 
announced Wednesday night. 


“Directing Fifty Shades of 
Grey has been an intense and 
incredible journey for which I 
am hugely grateful,” she said 
in a statement to industry 
site Deadline in which she 
thanked Universal Pictures. 

Taylor-Johnson’s $40 mil¬ 
lion adaptation of author 
E L James’ erotic novel has 
grossed a staggering $558 
million worldwide in just six 
weeks in theatres, but even 


before the film debuted, ru¬ 
mours circulated that she 
would not likely be the person 
ushering Fifty Shades Darker 
and Fifty Shades Freed to the 
big screen. 

Stars Dakota Johnson and 
Jamie Dornan are expected 
to return for both sequels, 
which have yet to be officially 
announced. 

While it is nothing new for 
directors to exit franchises 


after the first film — Twilight, 
The Hunger Games, and Di¬ 
vergent all made directing 
changes between their first 
and second installments — 
Taylor-Johnson and James’ 
fraught on-set relationship 
was widely reported. 

Earlier this year, James, also

He has spent roughly 21 
years total in prison. He was 
first convicted at 16. 


Now, Chapelle is an au¬ 
thor and active advocate for 
inmates’ rights.

Picking lights Jail scares kids 


Collective wisdom seems to 
suggest that freshly incarcer¬ 
ated individuals should testify 
to their tenacity by attacking 
someone. "If you're a person 
who's built to be able to do 
that, great," says a chuckling 
Chapelle. But such aggressive¬ 
ness will only make it harder 
for inmates to campaign for 
parole later. 

Instead, he recommends that 
those new to prison mind their 
own business. 


Chapelle was a middle-class 
kid who stirred minor trouble 
as an adolescent before 
being convicted at 16 of a 
property crime. "My parents 
thought, 'OK, tough love, 
we're going to leave you in 
this detention centre,"' he 
says, recalling his two-month 
stint. "By the time I came 
out, I was completely anti¬ 
establishment." He ended up 
spending roughly a total of 
21 years in jail. 


Canada versus 
the world 

Particularly irksome for 
Chapelle is the idea that 
Canadian jails are somehow 
less bleak than prisons else¬ 
where. "We have our highest 
inmate population total in 
the history of Canada right 
now and the infrastructure 
is busting," he says. "You're 
sleeping with your head by 
a toilet because there's three 
or sometimes four to a cell."

DOCUMENTARY 

The Emperor 
of all Maladies 
takes a hard 
look at cancer 

There’s a mysteiy to cancer, in 
large part because of fear, that 
PBS tries to unravel in next 
week’s six-hour documentaiy 
Cancer: The Emperor of All 
Maladies. 

“We’re not really honest 
with each other,” filmmaker 
Ken Burns said. 

“We know about heart dis¬ 
ease. We know about diabetes. 
We know about other things, 
but there’s a kind of resistance 
because cancer is so scaiy.” 

Burns, who was 11 when his 
mother died of breast cancer, 
is executive producer of the 
film, directed by Barak Good¬ 
man. It’s one of the few times 
Burns has been involved in a 
project that he didn’t instigate. 

The film airs over three con¬ 
secutive nights beginning on 
March 30 and is inspired by Dr. 


Siddhartha Mulcherjee’s Pul¬ 
itzer Prize-winning book of the 
same title. Starting at its most 
elemental — how cancer got 
its name — the documentaiy 
tells the stoiy of advances and 
setbacks in years of research on 
how the disease develops and is 
treated, through developments 
since Mulcherjee’s book was 
published in 2010. 

Mulcherjee sees it as a State 
of the Union address on can¬ 
cer, a topic with a reach and 
complexity that can make the 
entirety of the federal govern¬ 
ment seem simple in compari¬ 
son. 

The film softens the sci¬ 
ence with individual stories 
of people fighting for their 
survival. 

Cancer proves an elusive and 
resilient enemy. Much of the 
promising research has been 
done since the 1970s, estab¬ 
lishing that the cell mutations 
that characterize the disease 
can be triggered by genetics, 
the environment or a virus. 

Treatments that once seemed 
promising proved disappoint¬ 
ing. Some had limited success.

Immunotherapy, the use of 
a person’s own immune sys¬ 
tem to fight cancer cells, is so 
new that it barely received a 
mention in Mukheerjee’s book 
but gets a thorough telling in 
the film. 

The film follows the story 
of the veiy first child ever to 
receive a new treatment to at¬ 
tack cancer cells. 

“The histoiy of cancer has 
been littered with false dawns 
with, as our film discusses, mo¬ 
ments of great optimism fol¬ 
lowed by immediately crashing 
disillusionment,” Goodman 
said. 

“So we did have to be 
very careful about those 
we chose to follow.”

Often, the doctors and scientists 
are pushed by patients them¬ 
selves. 

The stoiy of radical mastec¬ 
tomy for breast cancer is particu¬ 
larly illuminating, how it went 
from the universally accepted 
treatment with naysayers ridi¬ 
culed until other, less invasive ap¬ 
proaches were proven effective. 

The film The Emperor of All 
Maladies by Ken Bums discusses 
the groundbreaking surgeon 
general’s report in the 1960s 


strongly linking cigarette smok¬ 
ing to cancer and the slow but 
steady reduction, at least in the 
United States, of probably the 
best-known carcinogen. 

“You could say, ‘Does that mat¬ 
ter?”’ Dr. Siddhartha Mulcher- 
jee said. 

“Trust me, in the next 10 years 
we will find yet another new 
carcinogen being somewhere 
that we don’t know about and 
a company that’s eager to ob¬ 
fuscate on its origins, and the 


lessons from what we learned 
about cigarettes will apply all 
over again.” 

Sharon Rockefeller, president 
and CEO of PBS’ influential Wash¬ 
ington affiliate WETA, read 
Mukheijee’s book while she was 
being treated for colon cancer, 
caught just weeks before becom¬ 
ing incurable. With Laura Zis- 
kin, the late co-founder of Stand 
Up to Cancer, they resolved to 
see the book turned into a film.

Linda Cardellini’s new show 
is filmed far from Hollywood. 
The former Mad Men co-star 
plays Meg Rayburn, wayward 
daughter of a large, secretive 
family in the Netflix series 
Bloodline. She co-stars with 
Kyle Chandler, Sam Shepard 
and Sissy Spacek, but says 
the Florida Keys location is 
as much a part of the show 
as the cast. 

“It is otherworldly. It is dif¬ 
ferent from anything I have 
known,” she says. 

“It is a place that has a 
duality to it.

Cuba is heating up. Flights, ho¬ 
tel rooms and even casas par¬ 
ticulars, the Cuban version of 
B&Bs, are in demand. Scores of 
tourists from Canada are flock¬ 
ing to the country after U.S. 
President Obama announced 
plans to restore diplomatic 
ties with Cuba. 

Once the border opens up to 
Americans, it’s expected that 
prices will increase as demand 
exceeds supply. 

Cuba’s political and econom¬ 
ic future is shifting, so if you 
want to get a glimpse of a by¬ 
gone era before it’s gone — a 
1950s freeze frame where iPads 
and Starbucks don’t exist — 
then now is the time to pack 
your bags. 

Old Havana 

The capital city, where most 
travellers flock, is already fairly 
touristy — though it’s a photog¬ 
rapher’s dream with its 1950s 
classic cars and crumbling art 
nouveau and colonial archi¬ 
tecture. 

If you want to get a sense of 
how Cubans really live, wander 
around Centro Havana. It’s safe 
and easily wallcable (Cuba is 
not known for violent crime), 
but the blazing heat may force 


you to stop for a coconut dai¬ 
quiri or Cuba libre at one of 
Ernest Hemingway’s former 
haunts — like El Floridita — 
to cool down. 

Tour the coast 

It’s well worth venturing be¬ 
yond Havana. Since you can’t 
Google your way through this 
countiy (indeed, Gmail won’t 
work here, even if you do find 
Wi-Fi), it means that hidden 
gems are still, in fact, hidden. 

Since much of the country’s 
environment has been pro¬ 
tected, Cuba offers up pris¬ 
tine coastlines and wetlands. 
There’s fear, however, that 
once borders open up and for¬ 


eign developers move in, this 
could change. So now is the 
time to see a world relatively 
untouched by tourism — be¬ 
fore it is. 

Cuba has thousands of coral 
reefs that appear to be health¬ 
ier than others in Caribbean 
waters thanks to decades of 
isolation from mass tourism, 
according to the Nature Con¬ 
servancy. So you can snorkel 
around reefs where you’ll 
encounter everything from 
stingrays to green sea turtles 
— maybe even a reef shark — 
with no other boat in sight. 

The Cannarreos Archipelago 

One way to do this is to sail 


Cuba’s coastline. Canadian tour 
operator G Adventures, for 
example, recently launched a 
sailing trip that allows small 
groups of travellers to explore 
the islands of the Canarreos 
Archipelago, many of which 
are uninhabited. 

The archipelago is made up 
of more than 300 islands and 
islets, most of which are un¬ 
inhabited. 

Cayo Largo is the second- 
largest island, though it’s only 
26 kilometres long and three 
kilometres wide. Aside from 
stunning beaches, it’s home 
to nesting sea turtles and fla¬ 
mingos. 

Then there’s Cayo Rico, 


which is only accessible by 
boat. There’s a beach bar here, 
but that’s it. You can hang out 
with the iguanas and explore 
secluded coves that make you 
feel like you’re on a deserted 
island (though pina coladas are 
never too far away). 

Meet the people 

While sun-seelcers have been 
heading to the island nation 
on discounted all-inclusive re¬ 
sort packages for years, the 
best way to see the “real” Cuba 
before it changes is to get off 
the resort. 

The locals easily live up to 
their reputation as some of the 
friendliest, most hospitable

people on the planet, and it’s 
a great way to practice your 
Spanish. 

If you do opt to sail the coast, 
dock overnight at the mar¬ 
ina in Cayo Largo and join the 
Cubans for a late-night dance 
party to pulsating Latin beats 
under a sky full of stars. Don’t 
know how to salsa or do the 
cha-cha-cha? No matter. You 
won’t have any problem find¬ 
ing someone who will be happy 
to show you. 

While you’ll enjoy fresh sea¬ 
food on the coast, it’s also a 
first-hand experience of Cuban 
ingenuity. Step into a Cuban 
supermarket and you won’t 
find much. There are no Prin¬ 
gles or Snickers bars. There 
are few fresh vegetables. So to 
see your Cuban cook whip up 
new — and tasty — dishes each 
day out of limited ingredients 
(such as tinned veggies) really 
hits home how Cubans actually 
live under a U.S. trade embargo.

Choosing CHBA-ER Awards finalists 



There is a thorough and impartial 
process behind how CHBA-ER selects 
the finalists and winners for the 2015 
Awards of Excellence in Housing. 

The organization asks for knowledge¬ 
able professionals across the home- 
building industry to lend their time 
and good judgment to assess the hun¬ 
dreds of entries received. The identities 
of the judges are kept entirely confi¬ 
dential—their names are known only 
to the staff of Canadian Home Builders 
Association - Edmonton Region. 

Nominations are entered online 
into CHBA-ER databanks and once the 
judges are selected they are sent an 
awards package via email. It outlines 
all the different categories and the vari¬ 
ous criteria, step-by-step instructions 
as well as a link to a special password- 
protected website where all the entries 
are waiting for them. 

Judges have two weeks to review 
the entries at their leisure. CHBA-ER 
estimates judging each entry takes 
only about five minutes. The judges are 
asked to “pick a clear winner” in each 
of the different categories. 

“A typical entry in the homebuilding 
or renovation categories will include 
pictures of the home, the floor plan 
and answers to a series of questions we 
posed,” says Jason Sutton, president, 
CHBA - Edmonton Region. 

In the development category, judges 
review a subdivision plan and in the ad¬ 
vertising category judges review the ad, 
whether it’s print, video or audio and 
review answers to CHBA-ER’s questions. 

In each category there will be an 
average of 15 to 20 entries to judge, 
however entries for the advertising 
awards have “substantially more” 
entries to review. 

Once all the judging is done, CHBA-

Organization helps 
hard-to-house 
adults, and educates 
young people 

The hundreds of companies that 
belong to Canadian Home Builders’ 
Association — Edmonton Region — 
build houses and they also believe in 
building community. 

Over the last six decades, the 
hundreds of individuals and cor¬ 
porations that comprise the home- 
building industry in the Edmonton 
area have given countless generous 
donations to help combat social and 
other issues affecting the region. 

CHBA-ER member companies have 
thrown their support behind trying 
to alleviate homelessness, sup¬ 
porting at-risk youth and initiatives 
aimed at reducing crime-related 
problems in the region. 

In 2006, after decades of individ¬ 
ual donations from our member 
companies, the organization estab¬ 
lished a formal fund, the Edmon¬ 
ton Region Homebuilders’ Charity 
Funds. And in the nine years since, 
the Edmonton area home building 
industry has been directly respon¬ 
sible for building residences for 
hard-to-house adults, helped educate 
hundreds of young people in the 
trades, as well individual companies 
supporting a wide range of commun¬ 
ity initiatives. 

In 2006, the CHBA-ER teamed 
up with the Edmonton’s Inner City 
Housing Society to address a lack 
of housing for adults who have a 
difficult time finding a place to live.

Together, CHBA member compan¬ 
ies and the Housing Society designed 
and built HomeBase, a 26-unit hous¬ 
ing project for single, economically 
dependent, physically or mentally 
disabled adults. 

The facility opened its doors Janu¬ 
ary 1, 2010 and CHBA-ER support is 
helping to manage and maintain the 
building for its dozens of residents. 
“Through the generous support and 
donation of the residential housing 
industry, we are proud to say that 
the HomeBase housing project is 
now fully occupied,” says Sutton. 

CHBA-ER identified another issue 
to support that would help hundreds 
of young people looking to learn a 
trade as well as address an issue that 
has a direct impact on the home- 
building industry: The shortage of 
people taking homebuilder trades 
and the aging of workers currently 
in those trades. 

So, in 2006, the Edmonton Region 


Homebuilders’ Charity Funds set 
out to raise a further $500,000 over 
three years. 

Administered by the Edmonton 
Community Foundation, the funds 
provide Homebuilder Trades Scholar¬ 
ships. 


Furthermore, the homebuilding 
industry in Edmonton has partnered 
with the Northern Alberta Institute 
of Technology — NAIT — to provide 
$22,500 funding for Trade Scholar¬ 
ships for students seeking to learn a 
trade every year, in perpetuity.

A 
6-5 victory over Northern On¬ 
tario’s Brad Jacobs gave them 
a berth in the 12-team world 
championship along with a 
chance to make up for a dis¬ 
appointing fourth-place finish 
last year in Beijing. 

“That’s one of our big motiv¬ 
ators going into Halifax,” said 
Morris. “We want to get that 
world championship for Pat.” 

Simmons, Rycroft and 
Thiessen won the Brier last 
year with Alberta skip Kevin 
Koe. However, reports surfaced 
shortly before the 2014 world 
championship that Koe planned 
to move forward with a new 
lineup for this season. 

They still made it to the 
bronze-medal game but settled 
for fourth place. 

Koe’s former teammates later 
recruited Morris as skip and had 
an automatic entry at the Brier 
as the defending champions. 
Team Canada played a light 
schedule ahead of the national 
playdowns and stumbled to 
a 2-3 record after five games. 

That’s when Morris demoted 
himself to third and handed 
skipping duties to Simmons, 
who shone in the role. They 
made the final four, pulled 
off two close playoff wins and 
knocked off the reigning Olym¬ 
pic champions in a nailbiting 
final.

Canadians Meagan Duhamel 
and Eric Radford have their per¬ 
fect season. 

Duhamel and Radford held off 
two Chinese teams in the free 
skate to capture gold in the pairs 
event on Thursday at the world 
figure skating championships. 

After a seventh-place finish 
at the Sochi Games last year, 
Duhamel, from Lively, Ont., 
and Radford, from Balmertown, 
Ont., decided to continue their 
careers and skate another year 
— and haven’t lost since. 

They’ve won all six inter¬ 
national events they’ve entered 
this season, including the Grand 
Prix Finals and Four Continents. 

“Some dreams are so big that 


you can’t even imagine them 
happening and it’s all happen¬ 
ing right now,” said Radford. 

“I could never have imagined 
it and I can’t tell if it’s a dream 
or reality.” 

Duhamel and Radford, who 
won bronze at the previous two 
world championships, were the 
leaders after the short program. 
It is Canada’s first pairs title 
since Jamie Sale and David Pel¬ 
letier won in 2001. 

“This is a veiy personal vic- 
toiy Eveiy single victoiy along 
the way this season had a 
veiy special meaning,” 
Duhamel said. 

Sui Wenjing and 
I Han Cong of China 
finished second, and 
35-year-old veterans 
Pang Qing and Tong 
Jian, competing in 
| their 16th world 
champion- 
ships, 
took 
home 



the bronze. 

Pang and Tong, who came 
out of retirement this year to 
finish their careers in Shanghai, 
now have six world medals (two 
gold, one silver, three bronze) to 
go with their silver medal from 
the 2010 Vancouver Olympics. 

“I fulfilled (my partner’s) wish¬ 
es to come back to the rink,” 
Tong said, before adding with 
a smile, “I certainly hope Pang 
Qing will not drag me back to 
the rink once again.” 

Also, Russian Elizaveta Tulc- 
tamysheva landed a triple Axel 
on her first leap of the figure 
skating world championships 
on Thursday, opening up a big 
lead over the rest of the field 
after the short program. 

“When I landed the triple 
Axel, I got goosebumps and I 
thought, ‘Is this a dream or did 
I really just do the triple Axel 
at the world championships?”’
